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DETAILED ACTION 

This application, filed October 27, 2000, is a divisional of 09/337,079, filed June 21, 
1999, which claims priority to the provisional application 60/090,175, filed June 22, 1998. 

Claims 1-26 are pending and currently under examination. 

Election/Restriction 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-3, drawn to a nucleic acid comprising a modified gene encoding a anti- 
microbial protein, classified in class 536, subclass 23.1. 

II. Claims 4-17, drawn to a nucleic acid comprising a modified gene encoding 
lysostaphin, classified in class 536, subclass 23.1 

III. Claims 18-26, drawn to a method of treating staphylococcal infection comprising 
expressing a modified gene encoding lysostaphin, classified in class 514, subclass 
44. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Groups I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the 
lysostaphin protein is capable of more than anti-microbial activity, and thus, has a different effect 
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than a naturally derived anti-microbial protein. Further, the polynucleotide sequences which 
would encode each of the proteins would be different and distinct. 

Inventions I, II and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case, group III, the method of treating staphylococcal infection, can 
be affected by other means than gene therapy, such as administering protehror drugs. The 
polynucleotide sequences of groups I and II can be used to express the protein in vitro for further 
characterization or modification of the protein. The differences between the inventions are 
further underscored by their divergent classification and independent search status. 

The inventions above are independent and distinct, each from the other. They have 
acquired a separate status in the art as a separate subject for inventive effect and require 
independent searches. The search for each of the above invention is not co-extensive particularly 
with regard to the literature search. Further, a reference which would anticipate the invention of 
any one Group would not necessarily anticipate or make obvious any of the other groups. 

For these reasons restriction for examination is proper. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the currently 
named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the application.
